Benjamin Altman, president of the dry 
goods firm of B. Altman & Co., who 
died at the age of 73 years yesterday, 
is said to amount probably to $45,000,000, 
About a third of this wealth is repre- 
sented by art objects, of which Altman 


--had one of the finest private collections 


in the country, particularly in paintings 
and porcelains. His real estate hold- 
ings @re valued at $20,000,000. 

Altman was a bachelor and had led a 
very sécluded life, especially during re- 
cent years. Dr. Sachs, his physician, 
said that, 
nent as a merchant and as a man of 
great wealth, it was doubtful if there 
were 100 persons in New York who knew 
him by sight. 

Some of the paintings by old masters 
which adorn Altman’s Fifth avenue res- 
idence &re 14 Rembrandts, believed to be 
the largest collection of this work in 
America. The collection includes the 
portraits of Rembrandt's mother, his 
son, Titus; his wife and himself. For 
two of the pictures Altman is said to 
have paid $200,000 each. 

In 187 Altman purchased Velasquez 
portraits of King Philip IV of Spain 
and his Minister, Olivares. It was said 
on excellent authority at the time that 
these cost him nearly $1,000,000. 

Other famous paintings in the Altman 
collection are Holbein's portrait of Mar- 
garet Wyatt, said to have cost $250,000; 
Montegnau’s “Virgin and Child,”’ $150,000, 
and Botticelli’s ‘“‘Last Communion of St, 
Gerome,'’ $56,000.

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UTILITY BOARD NOT 
TO PASS ON CHANGE 
OF TELEPHONE RATE 


Report of Appraisement of Bell 
Property to Be Made to 
Assembly Friday. 


The St. Lopis Public Service Com- 
mission will report to the Municipal 
Assembly Friday, its appraisement of 
Bell Telephone Co. properties in St. 


Louis, said to be considerably less than 
the company estimate of $9,162,000 as- 
sets, physical and intangible. 

Chairman Joseph L. Hornsby of the 
commission, says no rate or service reg- 
lation will be suggested in the report, 
but it will be the duty of the Assembly 
or Mayor Kiel to ask the State Public 
Service Commissioners to act on the re- 
port, as well as on the United Rail- 
ways ‘report of hast February, which 
recommended the operation of 330 extra 
cars by November, 1913. 

Home rule in the regulation of public 
utilities, except the waterworks owned 
by the city, was completely abolished 
by the State public service act which 
became effective last April, according 
to Hornsby. The only authorities that 
may enforce regulation, based on the 
investigations of the local commission, 
are the Missouri Public Service Com- 
missioners and the Missouri Legislature, 
in Hornsby’s opinion. 

Two Questions in Doubt. 

It has been contended by some that 
the city might assume to regulate ser- 
vice by the United Railways Co., under 
authority of franchise contracts made 
prior to the State utilities act, and 
Hornsby’s announcement is the first 
Statement from the local commission 
on that question. 

Hornsby also says that it is a Webated 
question whether the electric rate ordi- 


per kilowatt hour in St. Louis, enacted 
in 1911 and now the subject of an ih- 
junction suit by the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., may be sustained 
as valid in view of the State utilities 
act. 

The Southwestern Telegraph & Tele- 
phone Co., operating the Bell Telephone 
Co. of Missouri, announced an increase 
in all telephone rates at St. Louis, ef- 
fective Feb, 1, 1912, but agreed to main- 
tain the old rates, provided the Munic- 
ipal Assembly made no attempt to 
regulate rates, pending the completion 
of the investigation begun about that 
time by the St. Louis Public Service 
Commission. 

The present rate of $78 a year for 
business telephones, unlimited service, 
was to have been increasd ,to $108 for 
dirct line, unlimited service} and pub- 
lic telephones were to have cost $120 
a year. Two-party line business service 
was to have been increased from $66 to 
$78 a year, and residence telephones 
were to have been ptt on a measured 
service, paying by the number of mes- 
sages. 

A committee of the House of Dele- 
getes threatened to pass restrictive or- 
dinanees before the date announced for 
the new schedule, and the company 
agreed to maintain its old rates until 
the properties were appraised and the 
justice of higher rates established. In 
19%, the Bell management reduced rates 
on business telephones about $50 a year 
to mest the competition of the Kinloch 
Telephone Co. 


Appraised by Engineers. 

In 1911, the Bell management engaged 
the New York engineering firm of West- 
inghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., to ap- 
rraise its properties’ The firm of Has- 
kins and Sells, expert appraisers, re- 
ported to the engineering firm, that Bell 
properties in and near St. Louis, or- 
iginally costing $8,749,095, had depre- 
Ciated to a value of $6,662,958. The report 
asserted that ‘incidental values of 
$2,500,000 made the assets of the cor- 
poration in 1911, $9,162,968. 

The company has no outstanding 
bonds, and its capital stock is $8,788,000, 
now owned almost entirely by the Amer- 
ican Telegraph and Telephone -‘Co., 
through the Southwestern Telegraph and 
Telephone Co. 
“Tel Tel’ Trust owned only 68 per cent 
of the stock of the Bell Co. of Mis- 
souri, but in February, 1912, it bought 
out a syndicate of St. Louisans who 
owned almost the entire balance of 
stock. 

The St. Louis Public Service Commis- 
sion will report to the Municipal As- 
sembly Friday its appraisement of prop- 
erty of the Southwestern Telegraph and 
Telephone Co. (Bell company). 

The local commission, 
power to regulate rates or service by 
the State publie utilities act last Abril, 
will make no recommendation as to 
rates or service, but its inventory and 
appraisement may be forwarded by city 
officials to the State Board as a basis 
for action. 

To Report on Waterworks. 
No report will be made by the local 
commission, according to Chairman Jo- 
seph LL. Hornsby, regarding the prop- 


the commissioners will resign a few 
months hence, when they submit a re- 
port on the publicly owned waterworks 
6f St. Louis, with recommendations for 
revising water rates. 

The local commission began an in- 
ventory of Kinloch properties early in 
1913, but when the Municipal Assembly 
cut its appropriation from $25,000 to $10 - 
000 in April, it abandoned this work be- 
cause it would not have sufficient funds 
to complete it. 

Complete reports on the Union Electric 
light and Power Co. and the United 
Railways Co. have been submitted in 
that order, since the appointment of 
the local commission by Mayor Rolla: 
Wells in 198. Chairman Hornsby. 
James A. Waterworth and James F. Al- 
lison were the original three commission- 
ers, serving at a salary of $2400 each. 
Allison acted as chief engineer of the! 
board and directed the actual operations 
an the department until his resignation 
April, and has since aesisted the 
commission as a consulting engineer 
under contract. 

The commission recommended a maxi- 
mum rate of 9% cents per kilowatt hour, 
with a 5@-cent monthly guarantee, |

‘Government Could Confiscate 
Capital, Financiers Say 
in Report. 


POLITICS ALSO FEARED. 


Incompetence in Management 
Predicted Under Reserve 
Board Plan. 


BOSTON, Oct. 8.—The Currency Com- 
mission of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
clation, reporting today to the associa- 
tion in convention here, asserted that 
it favored the old National Monetary 
Commission bill and opposed the cur- 
rency Measure now before Congress, for 
the following prime reasons: 

Because, under the old plan, invest- 
ment by bankers in the stock of the 
Central Reserve Association was ele*t- 
ive, not compulsory; whereas, under the 
proposed bill, bankers must subscribe 
one-fifth of their capital stock to the 
Federal reserve banks or go out of busi- 
ness. 

Because, under the old plan, money 
invested in the stock of the Central Re- 
serve Association was under the control 
of the banks investing; whereas, under 
the proposed bill, the Federal Reserve 
Board, dominating the reserve banks, 
was Without the bankers’ control. 

Because such control by bankers, de- 


nied to them in the proposed bill, was 


& guarantee against political domina- 
tion and incompetent management, 
“two important respects wherein the 
pending measure is lacking.” 


Bill Imposes Hardships. 
In part, the report reads as folldWws: 


“The bill in its present form imposes 
unwise hardships upon the banks, and 
equally unwise hardships upon the 
general public. The interests of the 
bankers and commercial public are coin- 
cident; no injury can be inflicted upon 
the one without the other also suffer- 
ing. When business is active and pros- 
perous, the banker shares in the benc- 
fit; when it is languishing, he feels the 
fil effects. The chief function of the 
banker is to loan his capital and other 
resources to his customers so that they 
may increase the activity and extent of 
their business. Any withdrawal of the 
bank’s capital from these legitimate 
channels of trade not only entails a 
loss to the banker, but also to the busi- 
ness public. 

“The banks are required to subscribe 
to the Federal reserve banks an amount 
equal to 2 per cent of their capital, 
one-half of which must be paid in at 
once, the other half being subject to 
eall. This. is to be taken over and 
placed undér the management of a cor- 
poration in which the banks heve not 
only a minority representation, but a 
very limited voice indeed. 

“In return for the capital thus appro- 
priated the banks receive a certificate, 
which cannot be sold, assigned or hy- 
pothecated, over which none of the 
usual rights of property can be exer- 
cised. The banks are obliged to make 
this subscription, or be dissolved, 


Power of Congress Doubted. 
“Charters have ever been regarded in 


the nature of a contract, and it is 
doubtful if, under our Constitution, 
Congress can take away~the charter cf 
a bank in this summary manner, not 
because the terms of the charter have 
been violated by the banks, but be- 
cause the bank management might re- 
fuse to make a coerced investment such 
as the pending measure provides. ' 

“There is no provision whereby a bank 
which subscribes money to the capital 
of the Federal reserve bank can recover 
the same, except by liquidation, either 
voluntary or enforced. A bank is given 
@ maximum return of 5 per cent upon 
capital subscribed—if eanried. 

“If the Government can appropriate 
one-tenth of a bank’s capital in the man- 
ner provided by this bill, it may appro- 
priate one-tenth next year, and so on un- 
til the capital is all transferred to the 
Government bank. If they can fix the 
compensation at 5 per cent this year, 
they may make it 4 per cent next year, 
and 8 per cent, 2 per cent, 1 per cent or 
nothing—a very. simple and easy process 
4 whereby the entire capital of the banks 
may be transferred to the Government. 

“There are a great many different 
kinds of Socialism; but, however, the 
various theories differentiate, they all 
agree upon the fundamental proposition 
that the Government, that is the com- 
munity as a whole, should own all the 
real estate, all manufacturing enter- 
prises, all banks, all transportation com- 
panies—in short, all moneymaking util- 
ities. ~ 

“This pro tion of the Government 
to take the bank’s capital in the man- 


it is very hard to adcept and ratify 
this proposed action on the part of thea 
Government. 

“There are other provisions of the bill 
equally important and far reaching in 
their effect. 

“We have’ recounted the condition 
which confronted us as to that provision 
of the pending measure. In order to im- 
press upon the banks the fact that we 
have reached a point where we must act 
in our own interests and for our own 
protection. 

“Tndividually we must reach our con- 
clusions in the premises, and if we are 
not satisfied with the provisions of the 
bill we ought to acquaint our respective 
representatives in Congress of the fact, 
jand clearly point out and impress upon 
them the changes which we think ought 
to be made.”

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San Diego Negro Tried to 
Poison Children, Fired Hotel

SAN DIEGO, Cal. Oct. 8.—Burr Har- 
ris, a negro in the city jail, today con- 
fessed to the murder of Mrs. Rebecca 
Gay, confessed to the murder of Mrs. 
Melvina Haskings in Compton in March, 
1912; to having attempted to poison the 
children of 8. W. J. Pierce in 1907, and 


the sending of an infernal machine. to 
Miss Helen Mathewson, aunt of the 
Pierce children, and to setting fire to 
the Coronado Hotel in Los Angeles in 
the same year. 

He declared that he is subject to pe- 
riodical seizures. of criminal. insanity 
and cannot control himself. He said 
that no person is involved with him in 
his crimes, and that it was only by 
chance that he picked out Mrs. Gay 
and Mrs. Hastings. 

The confession follows: 

“Friday morning I was seized with 
one of my attacks. I got a piece of 
pipe, wrapped it in paper and went 
downtown and entered the Hellman 
Building. I took the elevator and got 
off at the sixth floor. I walked down 
to the fift® floor and finally into Mrs. 
Gay’s office. I went inro the private 
office, passing a woman on the way, and 
engaged Mrs. Gay in conversation. 


Struck Her 21 Times 
“While we were talking Mrs. Gay 


turned her face. I seized the. oppor- 
tunity to draw the pipe from my pocket 
and strike her on the head. I killed 
her with the first blow, but I struck 
about 20 times more. Then I tried to 
drop the body out of the window to 
make it look like suicide, But she was 
too heavy. I removed as much of the 
blood from my clothes as possible, took 
$25 more from her purse and hurried 
home. -I changed my clothes, burying 
the blood-stained suit. Next morning I 
took the train for San Diego. 

“I killed Mrs. Melvina Haskings in 
Compton last year. It was just like the 
Gay case. I saw Mrs. Haskings near 
her home and asked her for a rag to 
wipe oil from my motor cycle. When 
she. gave me the rag and turned to go 
I struck her on the head and-then shot 
her.”

PRESIDENT GETS’ FACTS 


Tutored by Bankers, New 
Yorker Asks Provisions 
Which They Demand. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. $.—The following 
facts have been laid before President 
Wilson, and he is weighing them care- 
fully before calling the attention of the 
country to the present status of the ad- 
ministration banking and currency bill in 
the Senate. 

Senator James A. O'Gorman of New 
York last month asked Chairman Owen 
of the Senate Committee on Banking and 
Currency, which is holding hearings on 
the bill, to invite John Claflin of New 
York, as a spokesman for the big mer- 
chants. Claflin is president of the B. 
Claflin Co., the head of the so-called 
Dry Goods Trust, and of other great 
mercantile enterprises. 

Claflin appeared before the committee 
Sept. 17 and gave it clearly to under- 
stand that he represented the merchants 
as opposed to the bankers. Here are 
his words: 

“IT look at it, of course, in a different 
way from the bankers; I am looking at 
it in its effect on the whole community— 
the mercantile community especially.” 

Would Have Renkers Contrel. 

This impression was given repeatedly 
throughout his short examination. He 
then proceeded to ask the committee to 
make two principal changes in the bill. 
The two changes are precisely those 
that the bankers have been demanding. 

1. To give the bankers representation 
on, or control of the board, which will 
regulate the system, so that bankers 
and not the Government would dominate 
it * 
2.To continue the present reserve 
system and to lift the proposed embargo 
on the money of the country banks so 
that under the new system the reserves 
would flow into Wall street to be used 
for speculating purposes, while the 
country. cries for money to carry on 
legitimate business, as under the pres- 
ent reserve system. 

Claflin’s time was so limited by the 
committee that Senators were unable to 
question him. 

When Claflin returned to New York 
he is said te have confided to a friend 
that he had been carefully coached by 
great New York bankers before ap- 
pearing before the committee and that 


The went to Washington at their sugges- 


tion. 

He told this friend, it ta said here, 
that he had got before the committee 
just the ideas that he desired, in the 
manner in which the bankers wanted 
them expressed. 

But his confidant, it-is alleged, after 
reading the testimony, advised him that, 
while it looked very well on the sur- 
face, it could be torn to shreds by any- 
one with a pretension of knowledge 
‘of the subject.’ 

Claflin, it is said, is the person re- 
ferred to by Representative Glass in the 
statement he mada, yesterday. Glass 
said: 

“Only a few days ago a great mer- 
chant of the country testified before the 
Senate Committee and after he had re- 
turned to his home chuckled over the 
fact that he had been advised by some 
of the larger bankers of his city as to 
what they would like him to say and he 
had faithfully followed instructions. 

‘He had been told to come to Wash- 
ington and ‘sow the seeds of discon- 
tent’ with the House bill by declaring 
to the Senate Committee, as Mr. Hitch- 
cock has declared to the country, that 
‘it involved a tremendous contraction 
of commercial credits.’ 

“Testimotly Absurd.” 

“His testimony was not only inconclu- 
sive, but positively absurd, and when, 
upon his return home, this fact was 
pointed out to him by a person. con- 
versant with the subject, he expressed 
the utmost surprise that he had not 
been better coached, and admitted with 
audacious frankness that he had never 
read the bill.” 

This information came to Washington 
several days ago and President Wilson 
laid it before half a dozen Senators. 

Claflin, in New York, refused to make 
any comment. 

In view of the revelations, President 
Wilson proposes to watch developments 
in the committee until the latter part 
of this week before firing his big guns 
in the fight for currency reform at this 
session. 

Half a dozen Senators yesterday con- 
ferred with him and he impressed upon 
them in his most forceful manner the 
fact he wishes the Senate Committee to 
report the administration bill. He will 
hold conferences of this sort each day 
this week in an attempt to solve the 
situation by pacific means. A poll of 
the Senate is being taken to show how 
many Democrats are ready to go to ‘the 
last ditch’ with the President. In the 
event that pacific means do not bring 
about the desired result, the President 
will ask the majority in the Senate to 
call a caucus and discharge the com- 
mittee from further consideration of the 
measure. 

The Senate committee heard former 
attacked the bill, declaring that if 
passed it would bring “commercial bei- 
lam and financial ruin.” He characte:- 
ised the present Aldrich-Vreeland eme-:- 
gency currency laW “an iniquity.”

After Floats Pass—Moving Picture Machine 
Catches Fire in Throng. — 


at Important Sections} 


Fate favored the Veiled Prophet and 
his subjects, the people of St. Louis, in 
his thirty-sixth annual progress through 
the city’s streets, and in his appearanve 
before the city’s beauty and fashion in 
the ball at the Coliseum. Between two 
periods of heavy rainfall, those of Mon- 
day night and those of Wednesday 
morning, came @ Warm, open-air even- 
‘ing, when people needed no urging to 
go out. 

So it was that a crowd of unprece- 
dented size lined the nine miles of the 
pageant’s course. The ball was not de- 
pendent on fair weather, but its bril- 
HMancy was enhanced by the high spir- 
its "of the pageant participants, who 
made the grand entry with the Prophet 
after their long ride. 

The pageant, depicting the Seven Ages 
of Man and the Five Senses, appeale 
to those of all ages, and gratified wo 
of the senses, ‘th of sight and hear-: 
ing. 

Floats Shine Brilliantly. 

Since electricity supplanted oil as the 
means of lighting the parade, the’ vari- 
colored lighte never sifone more bril- 
liantly than did those on the Prophet's 
float and the, 19 which followed it. Jn 
the last few floats, which bore huge 
papier mache figures, the art of alle- 
gory was carried to a high degree. : 
The artistic.effect, in each case, was’ 
supplied by the designer. The fun was 
furnished by the masked men. riding on 
the floats, some of whom went outside 


and flirted shamelessly with the fem- 
inine spectators. This: horseplay did 20t 
seem to grate on anyone’s sensibilities, 
and the Whole performance was taken 
in the broad spirit of good nature in 
which it was planned and executed. 
The first nine floats were the Prophet’s 
float, the title float, “Seven Ages of 
Man,” and those representing the seven 
ages,-one by one. Of these, the sixth, 
‘““Middie Age,”* caused the most merri- 
ment. It showed a white-haired, com- 
paratively feeble couple, the man with 
a stitch in his side and the woman peer- 
ing through horn glasses. : 

“if that is middle age," said many of 
the spectators, “what must old age be?” 
Their question was answered by the 
“Old Age” float, which showed a help- 
less, doddering pair, to whom others 
wero administering soft food of various 
kinds. 

For the Five Senses there were a title 
fioat, a float for each sense, and then 
five mre floats showing the active use 
of thre senses. These last five floats 
Were } erhaps the most enjoyed and ap- 
plauded of any in the processien. 

Lamps Great Improvement. 
“Sight” wag shown by an immense 
blinking: bullfrog, and “Smell’’ by a 
face with monstrous nose, into which 
perfume was being sprayed with a giant 
atomizer. The last float, ‘““Touch,”’ bore 
a prize-fighting ring, in which the com- 
batants seemed to be posing for mov- 
ing pictures most of the time, and a 
party of spectators including a couniry- 
man, who wag “touched” for his roll 
of bills. 

The electric lamps carried on. the mu- 
sicians’ caps were a great improvement 
over the dripping torches of olden days, 
and the neat standards, carried before 
the floats, were electrically lighted and 
could be read by everyone. 

The density of the crowds on Broad- 
way, Washington avenue, Olive street 
and Grand avenue, was apparent even 
while the line was distributed along the 
sidewalks to let the pageant pass, but 
it was best seen when, after the pro- 
cession, the throng moved toward cor- 
hers. The result, at several cortiers, 
was an almost uncontrolled jam, which 
further blockaded the already delayed 
street cars. 

At Grand avenue and Olive atrest, po- 
Hcemen rode on the fronts of cars to

“TT Gon’t find the word in any medical 
dictionary,” Dr. Quackenbos told me, 
after ‘chasing it through every nook and 
corner of his big library, “but spondyl9 
is’ Greek, meaning vertebra, so, per- 
haps, spondylotherapy means treatment 
through the back—osteopathy, in other 
words.”’ 

Dr. Quackenbos, who was formerly 
professor of psychology at Columbia 
University and who is today widely 
known as an authority on mental states 
does not take kindly to the theory of 
red as a cure for laziness. 

Red Is a Very Disagreeable Color. 

“In my lectures,” he said, “I used 
to treat sometimes of the. esthetics 
of color,. and I told my students that 
the violet end of the spectrum is 
most soothing to the eye and the red 
end is very disagreeable. Red is in

To Oolor Plumes. 
W ITH tube paint and gasoline . 
may secure eVery shade of color 
simply by adding more or less of the 
paint to the gasoline. For plumes, 
Wings, laces, ribbons, etc.; take one 
quart of gasoline and one tube of paint 
the desired color. Put in only a little. 
of the paint at frst, and mix thoroug’- 
ly. If the color is too light, add paint 
until the right shade is secured. If 
too deep, add gasoline; test by dipping 
in a plece of cloth. 

When coloring plumes, hold them by 
the stem and keep moving them in the 
dye until they are thoroughly and even- 
ly. covered. Then shake them in the 
air until the gasoline is dried and the 
feather becomes fluffy again. Be care- 
ful not to use gasoline near a fire 
or exposed light.—National Magazine.
